Hi Laura, 

Cally Younger suggested I reach out to you. 

The Department is preparing to release 262 pages of documents that are responsive to a FOIA 
request submitted by the Center for Biological Diversity (CBD). The Department failed to 
respond to the FOIA on time, so CBD initiated a lawsuit, and the Department is now under a 
court order to release responsive documents on a monthly basis. The next release is due by 
April 18. 

The attached PDF contains all 262 pages that the Department is planning to release. Exec. 
Sec.'s FOIA team has reviewed the documents and proposed redactions, which an attorney in 
SOL's Division of General Law has reviewed and signed off on. Because some of the 
documents relate to the Department's review of national monuments and I'm working on the 
monument-related litigation, I've also done a monument-related awareness review. 

The documents consists largely of outside entities requesting meetings with and sending information to 
Secretary Zinke. Although we didn't see anything overly controversial in the documents, they 
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do contain numerous emails to Secretary Zinke's personal account, so Cally and I 

thought it would be helpful to flag the production for you and your team before it leaves the 
building. There is also some correspondence between the Secretary and Andy Techmanski, 
the CEO of Whitefish Energy. 

Exec. Sec. still needs to create a Vaughn Index and process the documents, so they won't be 
released immediately. If you see anything of concern, please let me know asap and we can 
potentially work with Exec. Sec. to address the issue before the documents are released.
